So, thank you for having nme. |'m
John O Malley. | amcurrently serving on Mayor

Li ghtfoot's adm nistration as Deputy Mayor for
Public Safety, and served al ong the fine nen and
wonen of the Chicago Police Board for about five
years prior to this position.

So | am honored to speak as the
guest speaker for the Board.

Ghi an Foreman and Vi ce Presi dent
Paul a Wl ff and the rest of the Board about, oh,
two years or so ago under Chian's direction, we

decided to bring in guest speakers to talk to the
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public and kind of speak about what's bei ng done
outside just Police Board business. So | am
honored and privileged to be tonight's guest
speaker. And I want to say to all ny col |l eagues,
"Il try not to tear up because | truly mss
bei ng a nenber of the Police Board, but | am now
serving in another capacity for the Gty of

Chi cago.

So I just wanted to speak on behal f
of what is the Deputy Mayor of Public Safety and
what is that role.

| look at that role as a liaison
bet ween the Mayor's O fice and the Mayor herself
and all the public safety agencies that are in
the City of Chicago, that is, of course, the
Chi cago Police Departnent, the nen and wonen of
the Chicago Fire Departnent, COPA, the Cvilian
O fice of Police Accountability, CEMC, our 911
center, our energency managenent control center,
the Chicago Police Board, ny former coll eagues,
et cetera.

| ook at ny role as the |iaison
bet ween the mayor herself, the Mayor's Ofice,

her chief of staff, her senior staff, and those
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agenci es.

| have a very good rel ationship.
Let ne explain. 1've been there about 60 days.
|'ve maintained -- or have introduced nyself to

many of the | eadership of those agencies | just
spoke of.

And | |l ook at ny job as being that
Interpreter to what's happening wth those
agencies and the Mayor's O fice and really being
an advocate for those agencies and a partner with
t hose agenci es.

First Deputy Eric Carter is on the
line. | think the Supe is on the line.

First Deputy Eric Carter can attest
on our conversations we've had about police work
in particular. And as a matter of fact, just
this evening we had an honest and open
conver sation,

So prior to ny arrival at the
Mayor's OFfice, the Mayor's O fice of Public
Saf ety devel oped what's called Qur Gty, Qur
Safety. Sort of a five-prong approach of | ooking
at what can the Cty of Chicago, and the Mayor's

O fice specifically, do to help safety as a whol e
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in the Gty of Chicago. Those elenents are
enpoweri ng and heal i ng people. How do we enpower
peopl e in the nei ghborhoods and how do we hel p

t hem heal from viol ence?

So a ot of programs that have been
put in place are either in place now or are in
the process of being put into place.

Protecting and securing the Cty of
Chi cago. (Qoviously protecting and securing the
City is a law enforcenent function. W | ook at
that as nore of a police role. How do we protect
our people? How do we secure the City of
Chi cago? Not an easy task as one woul d thi nk.
Chicago is a very large city. How do we protect
the Gty as best we can, not only from downt own,
but all the way out to the nei ghborhoods?

Approvi ng and advanci ng poli cing.
That is a focus of nmy small office of about
nyself and a staff of about eight people, working
with the Chicago Police Departnent and maki ng
sure that they are aware of and in line wth best
practices across the country, sonmetinmes across
t he gl obe.

What about Eur opean police
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departnments? What are they doing in France?
What are they doing in London? Wat are they
doing in Mexico City to protect their people in
advanced policing?

As many of you may have seen j ust
in the press in the |ast 48 hours or so, we are
Instituting the largest police departnent in the
country | mght add, instituting and inplenenting
a program where if you have a drug issue, if you
or your roonmmate Or your spouse or your sister or
your brother are experiencing an overdose in drug
epi sode and you call 911 this evening, the
Chi cago Police Departnent will respond to that
call.

We are instituting a program where
we'll have clinicians attend and the Fire
Departnent attend and the police being in the
background of that call.

If there's soneone's safety at
ri sk, the police, of course, wll intervene.

The pilot programis kicking off in
August. We are piloting two districts that
have -- normally have high-call volune of these

drug overdose calls. W've targeted those
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districts to pilot that program The hope is to
relieve the police to do nore police work and not
tie themup on a call that that person nmay need
sonme counseling, sone nedical care and not
necessarily going to a | ockup or going to a
hospital in handcuffs, but nore getting those
peopl e hel p.

W are | ooking at to expand that to
al cohol treatnent. To a traffic accident, where
| bunmp into the back of President Foreman's car
and there's really no physical danage to our
wel | -being, but | busted out his taillight. Do I
really need a beat car tied up three hours to
handl e that traffic accident? | think everyone
on this call will agree nost |ikely not.

So |l ooking at alnost like a | ot of
t he suburbs have what we call community service
officers or traffic enforcenent officers.

So | ooking at those prograns to
free up the police to do what we would think is
police work. So that's comng to a theater near
you, So to speak. Ckay?

So that's sonmething that ny office

under the Deputy Mayor of Public Safety is
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| ooki ng for, how do we resource and give the
police back sonme resources that they need to
respond to the violence that's happening in sone
of our nei ghbor hoods?

Pl anni ng and coordi nati ng, hel ping
the Police Departnent coordinate with other Cty
agencies. First Deputy can attest,

Superi ntendent can attest, we are at the
forefront in the City of Chicago of involving
Streets and Sanitation, the Water Departnent, the
public libraries, the Park District, BACP, which
is the business -- who hands out the business
licensing to certain businesses. W are all
hands- on- deck approach to | ooking at public
safety.

One woul d say what does the Water
Departnment have to do with public safety? Howis
the Water Departnent making ne safe? Well
Pol i ce Departnent may say, Hey, listen. There's
drug dealing going on at the corner of
Springfield and Chicago Avenue. |If | [ight that
area up, literally spotlights, those people
dealing drugs will dissipate. So if a water pipe

breaks at State and Madi son, the Water Departnent

WelIl, how about
we open up a library on the south and west side,
extend it out Saturday until 10:00 o'clock so the
ki ds have somewhere to go and we hold an event at
the library, right? O they sit down and talk to
the librarian, How do | get involved in science?
How do | get involved in math? Those l|ibraries
are extending their hours. |If the library needs
a fresh coat of paint, guess what | do? Call the

Chi cago Painters' Union, get themto cone out and
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volunteer their tinme and paint that library on a
Saturday or Sunday to make that library | ook
present abl e.

So all those things. And in
addition to that, what we did was | ooked at data
over the last four, five years. W identified
what we call four zones. |Inside those four zones
are 15 beats. And we focused a | ot of resources
on those four zones and those 15 beats. W're 13
weeks intoit. And let ne tell you what
districts those beats -- those zones consist of.
On the west side, the 10th District and the 11th
District. To the south is the 4th, 5th, 6th
Districts. |It's been fairly successful. | know
It's successful because guess who's calling? The
al dernmen, residents of the 7th District, of the
2nd District, of the 15th District. How do we
beconme part of it, right? W just started this.

So | look at what do we do in 2022?
W go to four zones and 30 beats. W go to eight
zones and 60 beats. Were are we going to take
this progran? W have to first prove that it's
successful. | don't want to jinx it. W're

hal fway in. W're show ng what traditionally was
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mur ders, shootings, in those four zones and those
15 beats decreased. Again, knock on wood. |
don't want to jinx it, but we are on a path to
prove our nethodol ogy.

W host neetings every Thursday and
Friday wwth those zones, with those beats, that
I ncludes CPD, that includes Streets and
Sanitation, that includes |ibraries, parks, Water
Departnment, BACP, you nane it, Fire Departnent,
everybody is on those calls and the comunity,
faith | eaders, street outreach workers.

Everybody is on those calls. And we'll say, Last
week there was a problemin this beat on this
street corner. Let's address it. Let's give

t hem sone resources.

So that's where we are at. |
understand that nurders and shootings continue in
the City of Chicago at a pace that nobody on this
call, nobody in the Gty of Chicago, nobody in

the country wants to see. But you got to give us

a chance. W are working at it diligently. |'m
still innmy car. It is 7:45 at night. | got to
work this norning at 7: 00 a.m |'mworking hard.

Eric Carter is working hard. Superintendent
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Brown is working hard.

Nobody, | would attest, works
harder than Ernie Cato, Deputy Chief of Area 4.
| told himthe other night, Ernie, if you divide
your hours by what you get paid, | think you are
maki ng $1.16 an hour, right? W are at it. And
| get it. People on this call, people in the
comunity, they say, It's not naking a difference
because ny nei ghborhood is such and such and
such. Folks, |I've only been there 60 days, but |
am seeing at the ground | evel people are working
hard. Nobody's phoning it in. W're working.
W're trying. This is not a police-only problem
This is a Gty problem

| just was at a neeting today with
BOVA, B-O-M A, Building Owmers' Managenent
Associ ation, who represents all the buil ding
owners downt own Chicago. They're yelling at ne
about the crinme in downtown Chicago. | told
them You all need to get in your car and go to
G esham Austin, Lawndal e, Engl ewood, Rosel and.
Don't conme to ne yelling at nme about the crine
downtown. I'msorry that Susie who lives in

Lisle thinks she is afraid to cone downt own
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because the last 18 nonths she's been working in
her pajamas from hone. W' re working downt own.
The police are downtown. What is your building
security doing to ensure the safety of your
enpl oyees as they return downtown? Wat is your
bui |l di ng security doing to ensure the safety of
your tenants as they return downtown? Have you
called Metra? Have you called CTA? Say what are
you doing to ensure the safety of ny people
returning to work? Don't point your fingers at
the Chicago Police Departnent. They're doing
what they need to do. W are out there. So you
got to help us. Help ne help you.

| can't call the First Deputy and
say, Put nore police officers downtown. There's
30 percent occupancy downtown. Maybe 50 percent
Is what | was just told after Labor Day. Maybe
70 percent January of 2022.

So you need to help nme hel p you.
But we're all -- everyone needs to participate,
right?

So that is in a nutshell what | am
focusing on. | look at the Police Departnent,

Fire Departnent, COPA, the Board, CEMC as -- what
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| told ny teamis they are our custoners. W are
public safety officer to the mayor. Those
agencies out there doing the dirty work, doing
t he day-to-day work, those are our custoners.
How do we hel p them succeed?

So that is ny spiel, President
Foreman, Vice President Wl ff, former coll eagues
of the Police Board. That's where we're at.
We're working hard. | can't stress it enough. |
see it firsthand every norning, every evening.

Pursuant to Section 2-78-130 of the
Muni ci pal Code of Chicago, | considered one
matter on which the Chief Adm nistrator of the
Cvilian Ofice of Police Accountability and the
Superintendent of Police did not agree regarding
the discipline of two officers.

The COPA investigation stenms from
an incident involving several Chicago police
of ficers and Harith Augustus on July 14th of
2018, during which M. August was fatally shot by
a Chicago police officer.

Fol | ow ng the concl usi on of the

I nvestigation, the Chief Adm nistrator issued
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recommendations for discipline of eight officers.
The Superintendent of Police proposed | ess severe
di scipline than that recommended by the Chief

Adm nistrator for two of those officers.

I n Request for Review nunbers 21-12
and 13, Chief Adm nistrator Kersten reconmended
that Police Oficer Megan Fl emi ng be suspended
for 60 days for stopping and maki ng physi cal
contact wwth M. Augustus w thout justification,
for failing to activate her body-worn canera, and
for discussing the officer-involved shooting with
anot her officer.

The Chi ef Adm nistrator recomended
t hat Lieutenant Davi na Ward be suspended for 30
days for failing to separate involved officers
and failing to ensure that they did not
comuni cate with each ot her regarding the
of fi cer-invol ved shooti ng.

Superi ntendent Brown recommended a
10-day suspension for O ficer Flemng and a
reprimand for Lieutenant Ward.

After considering this matter, it
I's my opinion that the Superintendent did not

nmeet the burden of overcom ng the Chief
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Adm ni strator's recommendati ons for discipline;
therefore, the Chief Admnistrator's
recommendations will be deened accepted by the
Superi nt endent.

A copy of the witten opinion wll
be posted on the Board's website as required by
t he Muni ci pal Code.

CPD officers nmourn, we're asking the Gty help
carry that grief by keeping themin your thoughts
and prayers.

We strongly encourage all of our
officers to utilize professional counseling
di vi si on expertise avail able through the Enpl oyee
Assi stance Program O ficer wellness is the
Superintendent's top priority, as well as
everyone who is under his charge.

On July 10th, we announced the
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identification and arrest in San D ego,
California, the day before -- the day after an
of fender who was responsi ble for the
execution-style nurder of a young father on June
19th in Hunbol dt Park. That was a col | aboration
bet ween the Federal U.S. Marshals and Chi cago
Pol i ce Departnent Detective D vision.

On Monday, the Superintendent net
wi th President Biden at the Wiite House and ot her
| ocal and federal |aw enforcenent |eaders in
order to create solutions to reducing nationw de
gun crinme viol ence.

Here in Chicago, we are formng a
gun investigations team firearns tracking task
force wwth the ATF to nake our conmmunity safer by
I dentifying and apprehendi ng those who are
bringing guns into our Cty and driving the
vi ol ence in our nei ghborhoods.

The current hom cide clearance rate
IS 49.49 percent. So far this year, we have
cleared 193 nurders. And as of this norning, CPD
officers have recovered 6,472 guns since the
begi nning of the year. That's a 25.4 percent

I ncrease over the same period in 2020.
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As you all know, each gun recovery
Is a potential deadly force encounter.

So far in 2021, 235 CPD officers
have been shot at or shot. Nine of those
of fi cers have been actually struck by gunfire.

We cannot be successful w thout the
trust and goodwi Il of the community. And we
real ly appreciate the collaboration that we have
recei ved throughout the nei ghborhoods in the Gty
of Chi cago.

And t hat concl udes the
Superintendent's report.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you, First Deputy.

Next, Chief Adm nistrator Kersten,

woul d you |ike to give your oral report, please?
| NTERI M CHI EF KERSTEN:. For the nonth of

June, COPA, the Civilian Ofice of Police
Accountability, received 459 new conplaints and
notifications of alleged police msconduct. 96
of those were under COPA' s jurisdiction. And of
t hose 96, 20 percent involved allegations of
| nproper search or seizures, so Fourth Amendnment
al | egati ons.

In the nonth of June, we received
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two different officer-involved shooting
notifications. And also we cl osed approxi mately
88 investigations.

Wthin that 88 cases that were
cl osed, five of them were concl uded
of fi cer-invol ved shooting investigations, and of
the cases that had all egations, 74 percent of
t hose cases invol ved sustained allegations.

In addition to our investigatory
casel oad, COPA also released two different
separ ate transparency packages, video rel eases
under the City transparency policy involving two
different officer-involved shootings.

And then we were out and present in
the coomunity as well, participating in a junior
achi evenent career day at John Garvy Elenentary
School .

So in addition to our investigative
wor k, our ongoi ng transparency, and conmunity
engagenent efforts, sonmething else | wanted to
hi ghlight this nonth is the ongoing Policy and
Research and Analysis Division unit within COPA
and the work that that unit is doing.

So | ast year under our prior Chief
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Adm nistrator, we suit up this Departnment within
our agency, Policy, Research and Anal ysis
Di vi sion, PRAD for short because COPA | oves a
good acronym and that unit is | ed by Deputy
Chi ef Jay Westinensee. And under our
jurisdiction, under our ordinance, COPA has the
ability to nmake recommendati ons back to the
Chi cago Police Departnent involving, you know,
policy or other sorts of feedback. And what is
so uni que about COPA is that based on our
jurisdiction to investigate allegations of
m sconduct, we often have kind of a front-row
seat to sonme of the stuff that is going on and
t he Departnent needs to be nade aware of.

So having a dedicated unit to take
t he feedback and the information and the
anecdotal information while learning fromthese
i nvestigations and turn theminto nore of a
research and data-driven study is a really key
conmponent to our success as an agency.

So | highlight the work of PRAD
specifically in this nonth's update to notify the
public that on our website, we're trying to

provide nore of a window into the work that that
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unit has been doi ng.

So right on the front of our
website you can click on the PRAD tab in order to
go and see sonme of the different reconmmendati ons,
advisory letters, and other correspondences that
we shared with the Chicago Police Departnent.
And that's at COPA's website which is
Chi cagoCOPA. or g.

And our nost recent PRAD

subm ssion involves sonething that was born right
of out of an investigation. It was a Fourth
Amendnent investigation into a search warrant
that took place that was executed by the SWAT
team And it led to -- although the outcone of
t hat m sconduct investigation ultimately didn't
result in sustained allegations, what that
I nvestigation did result in was our ability to
make sone reconmendati ons about sone
nodi fications to some SWAT processes and
procedures, particularly around record-keeping
and how that m ght informthe Departnent going
f or war d.

And | think what's really inportant

for the public to understand if you choose to
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take the tine to ook at sone of this

I nformation, not only is COPA nmaki ng
recommendati ons, but CPD s engaging with us.
They respond in witing. They listen to what
we' re sayi ng, and you can see that dial ogue that
takes pl ace between the Departnent and this
agency when we're all working towards the sane
goal, which is ultimately better accountability
and better community trust.

So those are ny updates for this
nmonth. And thank you for the opportunity to
share them

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you very nuch. |
also -- | can confirm we have al so been getting
fromthese neetings -- when we have speakers,
that we have been getting in witing feedback
fromCPD s interaction with the peopl e who have
been speaking. And so hopefully it's having a
positive inpact in the community. W continue to
hear from sone of those comunity nenbers. |[|'ve
been hearing a ot fromthe 3rd and 6th Districts
specifically about sone of the things that
t hey' ve been doing in the community.

So definitely keep up the good work
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in ternms of this conmmunity interaction. W know
that there is a lot nore work. And as John
O Malley said, it takes everyone to be a part of
it.

Good evening. | want to thank you
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for your genuine concern of the issues plaguing
our community; however, the repeated continuation
of these issues by outside agitators are not the
residents of Chatham it's a persistent problem
regardl ess of the repeated efforts of the

Eberhart and 79th Bl ock C ub nenbers and others
and our numerous 911 calls.

Nunber one: Famly Fresh Market
| ocated on 457 East 79th Street is still a blight
I n our neighborhood. It habitually fails to
exhi bit good busi ness practices. Every day this
week the loiters were standi ng outside the store
and on the corner outside the store. Inclenent
weat her does not deter them

The busi ness owner has a signed
no-trespassing affidavit and di splayed a
no-trespassing sign. And there's supposed to be
personal security inside the store, but he
continues to harbor these m screants, a few of
themthat live in our neighborhood and pronote
i1l egal activities.

Nunmber two: We've had severa
busi ness wal ks along 79th, the corridor of King

Drive to Cottage Grove on both sides of 79th.
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One held in March and the other in April,
conducting community residents that included COWN
Comunities Organized to Wn, the Eberhart Bl ock
Club, the 6th District sergeant, Monica Hughes,
and nmenbers of her CAPS team representatives
from BACP, Cook County Sheriff's Departnent, and
ot her concerned Chat ham area residents.

The purpose of the community wal k
was to introduce the business along 79th Street
and informthemof the Cty ordinance restricting
covering the windows and to be sure that they
were aware of the sign of no-trespassing
affidavit.

Fam |y Fresh Market was visited
twice in March and April.

Lastly, we have al so been inforned
of a drug/prostitution ring operating out of the
bui | di ng of 440 through 442 East 80th between
Vernon and Eberhart. Previously there was a
police raid conducted there. Sonehow the
perpetrators found out and left, so nothing nor
anyone was found on the prem ses; however, a
nei ghbor told Eunice after the police left that

the perpetrators returned. W still -- seemto
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be fighting a losing battle. W won't give up.
Thank you for your tine.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you. Jennifer

M5. EDWARDS: |'munnuted. Can you hear ne?

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Yes, nma'am

M5. EDWARDS: Thank you. (Good eveni ng,
everybody. This is another appeal for nore
police officers, equipnent, and police cars in
our districts, specifically the 6th and 3rd
Districts.

W are thankful for our new DCO
of ficers and hope they can assist our current
beat and CAPS offi cers.

In the community conversations of
the past, we heard recurring requests for
officers to patrol the allies and wal k the
bl ocks. This is very much needed on 79th Street
fromKing Drive to Maryl and Avenue with speci al
attention to Cottage G ove.

| want to call attention to OEMC
911 calls. Community nmenbers participating in
CAPS neetings are told that calls for service are

I nportant but calls are not bei ng made.
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It has been reported to our
community groups that community nenbers nust cal
nunmerous tines to get the police to conme out, so
we participate in phone tree calling to 911
regardi ng incidents.

So we are meking nunerous calls.

It is also being reported that 911 operators are
telling callers to hurry up, you're calling too
much, our purpose for calling is low priority,
and when asked for an event nunber, as instructed
by CAPS, an ID or an ID of the 911 caller, we are
not given that information.

Only after calling back and aski ng
for a supervisor are we given information. |'m
not sure, but if it's a lack of 911 calls that
attributes to allocation of police officers,
equi pnent, and police cars, we have a probl em

Can you request a neeting with
Ri chard CGuidice, director of CEMC, or your
suggestion to help in this matter, please?

Superi ntendent Brown, | have al so
connected with the Area 2 person that helps with

W are a
split district over here, so we're Carrie Austin
and we are Ant hony Beal e.

We tried to -- | have personally

tried to talk to both aldernen's office. Filled
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out paperwork to try to get speed hunps, and it
I's ridiculous over here on how they speed up and
down t he bl ock

The nei ghbor next-door to ne, her
grandson was killed by a driver a couple of years
ago.

So, anyway, as Ms. Morris stated,
" mjust repeating, we had our CAPS neeting on
129th and Parnell. Sonme young gentleman, and |
say that | oosely, cane by on an ATV, throw ng up
gang signs. They said, Do you all want us to
stop the neeting and go chase hinf? That's what
we were told during the neeting. W're |ike,
Wl l, this happens all night. Al night |ong.

And then on 129th and Uni on, we
have called nultiple tinmes for the nen that hang
out there drinking, selling drugs, doing
everything. W just want some hel p over here.
It's desperately needed. And | understand, and |
commend you all, all the officers on the call,
for the great work that you all do and the
service and the sacrifice that you do every day.

For the past three years, ny
bl ock has had issues wth two nei ghbors who |ive
next -door to each other and they enjoy fireworks.
Not just firecrackers, but the type of fireworks
you shoot at Navy Pier. The types that cause
w ndows to rattle and our dogs to panic. The
entire block is disrupted.

The first year we as a bl ock club
had a di scussion wth the nei ghbors and they
apol ogi zed, and we thought the probl em was

resolved. |t happened again the next year and
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t he conversation was not as subtle.

This year | sinply called the
police. And a car cane and basically did a
drive-by. And the fireworks conti nued.

| called the police again and asked
for the name of the officers who did the
drive-by, and I was transferred to the 4th
District where a female officer told nme that she
did not know the nanes of the officers. Pretty
di sm ssi ve about ny concerns, about ny hone, and
she told ne there's nothing she could do about
fireworks and she hung up on ne.

| got in my car and | nmade ny way
to the 4th District station and had a
conversation with Sergeant Poston and was told
the femal e officer thought -- there was a | ong
pause. She thought the conversation was over.
In reality, | was in shock that officer was
telling nme there's nothing she can do about
i1legal activity.

| get it. July 4th is a busy day.
You' re understaffed, overworked. But a car came
and did a drive-by. A car cane and coul d have

stopped the activity.
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The next norning the block was a
mess. Debris all over the place.

" mvery concerned about ny hone,
ny nei ghbor's hone. |'m concerned about the fact
that a minor child was involved in the activity
of putting fireworks in a glass bottle while the
adul ts wat ched.

Yes, | have adequate honeowner's
I nsurance, but there are certain things that
cannot be replaced. Qur hones are too close for
this type of activity. The fireworks are truly
illegal. Wiy isn't sonething being done about
it? | ask you what do we do as a bl ock?

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: First Deputy?

FI RST DEPUTY CARTER: Sorry. [|'mhaving a
rough tine hearing with the video. M am 1'1]I
have sonebody contact you. The fireworks, that
Is sonething that we continually face as a
chal | enge, especially the 4th of July. | wll
contact you and we will work out a sol ution.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: W will nmake sure to
pass your information along.

W have had over two years --
must say we have been conpl aining for over two
years regarding the speeding in our comunity,
and it's really all the way from 125th to 129th
Place. And it's excessive. They doing donuts in
the intersections of the street. They're running
the stop signs. They're going around traffic
circles, like they're speeding around them So,
you know -- and al so we've been conpl ai ning for
over two years regarding the drug dealing that's
on 129th Place and Union. And | know it
shouldn't take this long for themto take care of
the problemthat we've been having in our
comuni ty.

We did have a CAPS neeting
yesterday, and we | ook forward to having nore
neeti ngs outdoors in our communities.

So we just would |ike sone

assi stance. W keep getting, as far as |I'm
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concer ned, excuses. You know, they tell us if we
see sonet hing, say sonething. But when we do say
sonething, all we get is excuses in why they
can't do this. W can't chase anyone. W can't
do this.

So I'mjust |ooking at, you know,
what do we do? W're trying to work with the
Chi cago Police Departnent. You know, so we need
to know what can we do and what can you all do to
hel p us in our comunities.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: The First Deputy has
commtted to nmake sure someone contacts you al so.
So hopefully next nmonth we want to invite all of
you all to cone back and hopefully we can see
sonme progress.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN:. Yes, ma'am Good
eveni ng.

M5. FLORA SUTTLE: M. Foreman, 1'd like to
ask for just a couple of extra seconds at the end
of my talk so that | can ask the questions for

FOP. I"'ma retired nenber of FOP. It won't take
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| ong, just a few seconds. And they can answer
that at the next neeting if you don't m nd.

"Il begin to talk now M nane is
Flora Suttle. M son, Derrick Suttle, was killed
on February 11th, 2012, by an off-duty nale,
bl ack police officer.

Si nce Decenber 2nd, 2016, |'ve been
speaking with COPA to try to get Derrick's case
r eopened.

| got nowhere with COPA until about
t hree nont hs ago, about April, when the forner
COPA Chief Adm nistrator quit and we got an
interimchief of COPA, Andrea Kersten.

She said, on record, that ny case
Is a priority. And she reached out to the famly
as she prom sed.

She has shown us respect. She has
shown us consideration. And she explained to us
her job, what she could do and what she coul dn't
do, the laws, the statutes, the contracts, sone
of which -- many of which we knew. And we spoke
with themyesterday. They nmade their decision
based on ny son's case. The famly -- they |et

us know ahead of tine, it nmay not be what we
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want ed. But based on the explanation and the
time limt over five years, no fault of ours,
they made their decision. GOkay. That's it.

Then before that, we asked Deborah
Wtzburg to look into why it was taking so | ong.
She is the Inspector General for Public Safety,
and Deborah Wtzburg was the one who reached out
to COPAto initiate this entire process.

Deborah Wt zburg, again,
professional, kindly, integrity. You nane it.
Both of these | adies have done their jobs.

Deborah Wtzburg and | spoke today.
| met with COPA yesterday, and we will be -- ny
famly will be neeting with Deborah Wtzburg
about our -- about her investigation.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Ms. Suttle, |I'msorry,
you are at your two mnutes. M. Suttle, you
have ny contact information. Wy don't you give
nme a call regarding the FOP statenment and | wil|l
make sure | can get soneone to answer that for
next --

M5. FLORA SUTTLE: GCkay. | just want to say
we are follow ng the process of reopening a case.

There is a process, a legal process, and a policy
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process, and after we neet with Ms. Wtzburg, we
may have nore information for you at the next
neeting. And thank you for your tine. W're
pursuing a crimnal case on this. Thank you for
your tine.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you. Qur next
speaker, John Perryman.

Does that nean per what the Superintendent said
we'l |l get nore resources now?

PRESI DENT FOREMAN:  You know we don't have
the ability to answer that on this call right
now.

MR. PERRYMAN. Well, the Superintendent
said, he said, one of the reasons they coul dn't
help --

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: M. Perryman. M.

Per ryman.

MR. PERRYMAN:. They're waiting for people to
get shot. They got shot, so now we expect the
hel p he woul dn't give us before.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN. M. Perryman, | think
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we're trying to find solutions all over the Gty.
Everybody wants additional resources, you know.
So | don't know that you're going to get that
call -- that answer on this call right now.
So --

MR. PERRYMAN: Can | get that answer from
the Superintendent since it's exactly what he
sai d? He was saying and braggi ng about how there
were zero shootings. | said yes, so it happened,
there's three shootings in one night on that
exact corner. And | would like to know how their
strategies are going to change now that that's
happened. |s that too nuch to ask for fromthe
Superi ntendent or sonmeone fromhis office?

PRESI DENT FOREMAN. Well, he just said
soneone contacted you. You had a conversati on.

MR. PERRYMAN: Yeah, they contacted ne once
and they ever got back to ne. They said they
were going to do things. Then they went on
vacation. So what happens is, you guys say stuff
here. They call once, say they'll do things and
then don't follow through for |ike another couple
of weeks. This is a newissue. | brought it up.

W're still not getting action. The lag is
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creating violence. So | would like to know from
the Superintendent's O fice how their strategies
are now goi ng to change, because the

Superi ntendent said one of the reasons they
weren't hel ping us that nuch is because there was
no --

saying is not fromthe report. He contacted you

There's no evidentiary basis to
whi ch Robert J. More (inaudi ble) can be
rationally predicated that it could ever
reasonabl y be expected any given conponent
(i naudi bl e) Commttee of 300 controls nom nal
governnent entity would result in the adequate
acconodation of reliance interest (inaudible)
rational |y be disputed.

The Gty of Chicago Police
Departnent and the Cty of Chicago are such type
entities.

Chil dren have got to understand.
This is not to protect and serve you. |It's the
novenent (i naudible) the statenment and
exterm nation fromthe children that are born
I nto non-Jewi sh -- to non-Jew sh parents.

We've got to understand that in the
City of Chicago, we've got to get to the point of

solving crinme (inaudible) get rid of the police,
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don't provide evidence. Don't provide
I nformation. Provide (inaudible) investigate,
prosecute and get conviction. \Wether being at
the nmercy of this abom nable -- abom nation of
the war which is what it is.
